TROOPS QUELL

The plan to assemble the new forces 
in three increments distributes the 


ment through September. It will also 
prevent serious shortages in any camp, 
and will give the new officers from 
the training camps time to familiarize 
themselves with their duties gradually 
before responsibility for a great body 
of men falls on them. 


WILL REACH CAMPS SEPT. 5. 

The order issued today means that 
about 12,000 men will reach each of the 
sixteen cantonments soon after Sept. 6. 
Pigs will first be examined physically 
by army. doctors and finally aecrepted or 
rejected, This will take some time, and 
the men will hayé to be furnished with 
temporary quarters and rations while 
awaiting examination. If the full quota 
were assembled at one time great con-. 
fusion would result.

Backstop for Mistakes.

Hames W. Gerard, ambassador to Germany be- 


f¢% the beginning of the war, in his articles in 


the Philadelphia Public Ledger, tells of a conver- 


sation with the kaiser in ‘which the emperor 
“showed great bitterness against the United States 


and repeatedly said: ‘America had better look out 


after the war’ and ‘I shall stand no more nonsense 
from America after the war.’” 3 
‘That was nearly two years ago, in October, 1915, 
and every sensible American knew what German 
mtiment was. We did not need an authoritative 
fevelation of it. A little consideration of what we 
Were doing was enough to indicate what Germany 
Was thinking. —S—s— eh 
"There is no use in chasing after the water that 
has gone through the mill, but there is tragedy 
in the reflection that the nation could not act upon 
facts which common sense set before it. Two 
years ago we knew that we were increasing the 
stock of enmity which the German nation bore 
towatd the United States and we knew that Ger- 
many would act under the impulse of this enmity. 

The inertia which controlled the nation then and 
made it impossible to obtain effective reform in 
ovr national defense is inexplicable.

It is obvious, therefore, that we shall have to 
forge the same kind of economic weapons or else 
drop out of the game. For the protection of our 
resources and for the development of our com- 
merce the producers and manufacturers of Ameri- 
ca must form codéperative societies equal in 
strength and efficiency with those of foreign na- 
tions. pee | 
It is due to no lack of initiative on the part of 
our business men that such coéperation has not 
been established before now. The fault lies in our 
unti-trust laws, “ Doubt and fear as to legal re- 
strictions.” says the federal trade commission, 
“prevent Americans from developing effective or- 
ganizations for overseas business, and the foreign 
trade of our manufacturers and producers, partic- 
ularly the smaller concerns, suffers in conse- 
quence.” | Eins | : 
The Webb-Pomerene bill is designed to remedy 
this condition. It would permit co6perative com- 
bination for overseas business, subject to certain 
safeguards. The bill did not comre to a vote in 
the last congress. it seema to be slumbering in 
the present congress. But it is one of the most 
important measures for our economic welfare. 
The difficulty is that the necessity for such a 
law is not immediately apparent, buf @ little study 
should convince our legislators that a remedy for 
our present helplese condition is just as urgent as 
wir budgets. — : ;

. LAFAYETTR’S name ts to such 

an extent enshrined in the hearts 
of the American people that it will 
not detract in any way from the hold 
which he has upon the regard of those 
on this side of the Atlantic to call at- 
tention te one long forgotten French 
statesman whose name nowadays few 
remember save the more erudite stu- 
dents of American history. [ mean 
Count Charles Gravier de Vergennes, 
ambassador of Louis XV, at Stackholm . 
and at Constantinople and who, as min- 
ister of foreign affairs of Louls XVI, 
drafted and signed the first treaty of 
France with the United States, 

It was the latter's first agreement 
with any foreign power and took the 
form not only of the recognition of the 
independence of the United States but 
also of a virtual alliance. It is well to 
recall this at a moment when to all in- 
tents and purposes the aliiance has been 
renewed, since American troops are now 
in France fighting shoulder to shoulder 
with their French comrades for a com- 
mon cause, 

It was in the early. part of 1776 that 
Count Gravier de Vergennes, moved by 
the eloquence of the American agent, 
Silas Deane, to profound sympathy for 
England's American colonies in their 
struggle for independence, submitted to 
his sovereign, Louls XVI., a proposal 
to furnish secretly assistance to the 
new American republic. He put the 
matter in such an attractive light before 
the king that the latter gave his con- 
sent to the scheme. There was ho war 
at the time between France and Eng- 
land and it was therefore necessary that 
any help given should be accorded as 
far as possible unofficially and through | 
third parties. 

‘Louis and the Comte Gravier de Ver- 


|gennes also managed to interest King 


Charles Ill. of Spain in the venture, and 
through Car@én de Beaumarchgis, the 
French contractor, through whom 
George Washington and his troops ob- 
tained most of their arms and ammuni- 
tion, the French forc'sn minister dis- 
patched to George Washington, in the 
year 1776, 200 pieces of artillery, as well 


| as muskets, ammunition, and arms of 


all kinds gathered from the various ar- 
senals of France; uniforms for 30,000 
men, and 4,000 tents, besides other sup- 
plies and a sum of two millions of livres 
in money. A portion of this money—I 
understand about a third—was contrib- 
uted by King Charles or » but, at 
the tequest and through Louls XVI. and 
his minister, Count Gravier de Ver- 
gennes, De Beaumarchais is on recerd 
as having dispatched all these things 
through the shipping agenoy of H.or-— 
tales. & Co., from which they were re- 
ceived by George Washington and his 


In spite of all the secrecy observed 
the matter became known quickly to the 
English government, and, aa it was con- 
sidered desirable at Paris to avert for 
the time being, or rather to delay, any 
outbreak of war with Great Britain, 
King Louis, pressed by the British am- 
baasador- at Versailles, positively for- 
bade the departure of the Margulis de 
Lafayette in the early spring af the fol- 
lowing year—namely: 1777. In fact, La- 
fayette was only enabled to leave France 
by means of @ subterfuge, ang when 
hq finally sailed from Spain two British

He will be accompanied by Maj. E, 
£. Irons, surgeon major, U. S. A. The 
two decided yesterday that the time for 
pleading and soft words had passed, 
While the major has been loath to 
place credence in many stories of al- 


jleged deliberate delays in the exemp- 
tion machinery, and, in some cases, di- 
rect charges of grafting and favoritism, 
he declared last night that he will not 
mince words today. 
Has Money; Exempted. 

Some of the boards to be visited will 
be asked point blank about some of 


the stories that have come to him. One} 


poard, at least, will be asked to show 
a clear record in the case of one young 
man granted exemption. According to 
information that has reached the down- 
town headquarters, this man was phvys- 
ically all right and has no dependents. 
He has got money, however, Major 
Chiperfield was told, and there is a sus- 
picion that this had something to do 
with it. 

“IT am not taking snap judgment on 
these charges,” said Maj. Chiperfield, 
“end I am not saying that a. single 
board member in all of-Chicago has 
criminally neglected to do his full duty, 
but it is only fair to the government, 
as well as the board members them- 
selves, that these charges be sifted and 

_ the truth disclosed. That is what we 
propose to do. We also propose to 
learn first-hand whiether any board 
members have been holding back and 
treating this serious business as some- 
thing distasteful to them. If we find 
any such cases we shall act without a 
moment's hesitation. Inefficient and in- 
capable board members are not wanted 
any longer. If there are-any such, out 
they go.”’

At 10 o’clock on the morning of that 
day Justice Carter will hold a con- 
ference on coal prices in Judge Mat- 
chett’s courtroom on the eleventh floor 
of the county building. There will be 

| present committees representing the 
state council of defense, the coal. mine 
operators, the coal miners’ union, the 
wholesalers and jobbers, the retail coal 
dealers and the railroads. The public 


will be admitted. _ | 
The state council has appointed as its 
committee Samuel Insull, its chairman ; 
J. Ogden Armour, chairman of the com- 
mittee on food, fuel and conservation, 
and bevy Mayer, chairman of the com- 
mittee on legislation. 
The committees to represent the other 
parties to the conference have not yet 


been appeenes. 


“May Fix Definite Price. 

On Friday afternoon it is probable, 
-but by no means certain, that a definite 
announcement as to a temporary and 
tentative price for coal at the pit mouth 
will be made. Justice Carter urged at 
the preliminary meeting yesterday that 
the operators themselves voluntarily fix 
“a price, which might stand until inves- 
tigation showed it should be changed. 
This they were unwilling to do. 

“ Our first meeting,” said Justice Car- 
ter, when it had adjourned, “ developed 
ga feeling of fair and amicable coipera- 
tion.” 

The operators were represented by 
their attorneys, the miners’ union by 
Harry Fishwick, its vice president, and 
the state council by Samuel Insull and 
Levy Mayer. 

At 3 o’clock Justice Carter met. with 
a large committee representing the re- 
tail coal merchants of Chicago and con- 
siderable part of those in the state out- 
side the city. The chairman of the Chi- 
cago delegation was Milton E. Robin- 
son. I. L. Runyan, its secretary, repre- 
sented the Illinois and Wisconsin As- 
sociation of Retail Dealers. 


Q 
Dealers Seek Quick Action. 

‘ The retail dealers expressed a de- 
cided eagerness to get the price set- 
tled, so that consumers will go ahead 
,and buy coal. They declared themselves 
anxious to codperate in every possible 
way to that end. Justice Carter, under 
the agreement secured by Gov. Low- 
den, has authority only to fix the mine 
mouth price of coal dug in Illinois. 
Most of the coal sold for domestic con- 
sumption comes from outside the state. 
‘But the retail dealers are even willing 
to cojperate as to the price to be 
charged for this outgide coal. They ex- 
-pect to have readyto present on Fri- 
day morning a statement showing what 
they have paid for the large amount of 
coal now in their yards and what are 
their expenses of doing business. 

The agitation over the high prices of 
coal which has been carrted on for the 
last month, has almost stopped the buy- 
ing of coal and the dealers have suffered 
accordingly. 

This morning Justice Carter has in- 
vited a committee of railroad officials, 
headed by C. H. Markham,. president 
of the Illinois Central, to meet him and 
discuss the supply of coal cars and the 
prompt distribution of fuel Srousiet 
the state. 


Strike Not Alarming. 

News that thirty-two out of forty coal 
mines in the Springfield district were 
shut down on account of a strike caused 
ho great alarm. 

There are 80,000 coal miners in the 
state and at this season of the year 
there are normally a_ considerable 
number idle. Word that Frank Far- 
rington, president of the state coal 
miners’ union, had ordered the men back 
to work was received. Yesterday Mr. 
Farrington was quoted as. expressing 
frave alarm over the situation. He 
thought it unfortunate the miners had 
been led to believe that the operators 
Were making such enormous profits. So 
believing they are now demanding their 
share of the joot and Mr. Farrington was 
fearful as to the ability of himself’ 
and the other union officials to control 
them. 

Mr. Farrington has also expressed him- 
Self as of the opinion that the operators 
Should be permitted to charge the pres- 
ent high prices so that, first, they might 
make up their losses on previous years 
and also fortify themselves against iin 
able losses in future lean years.

The 
police expect a statement showing the 
extent of the conspiracy to import Ne- 
groes,and Bundy will be questioned to 
this end.
